A San Francisco Sayings Bank in a Little 
Trouble. 

San Francisco, July 27.—A run began on 
the People’s Home Savings bank today, and 
several thousand dollars was paid back to the 
depositors. The bank commissioners have 
begun an investigation of the bank's affairs. 
Columbus Waterhouse is president of the in- 
stitution and B. O. Carr is seeretary and man- 
ager. Dr. R. H. McDonald, president of the 
Pacifio bank, is one of the directors. Accord- 
ing to its report July. 6th, the People's bank 
‘has a capital pieck ef $1,000,000, of which one- 
third is paid up. There ia due depositors, who 
number about eight thousand, the sum of 8100, 
000. The bank officers state that the institu- 
tion is perfectly solvent. San Francisco 
morning papers have directed attention to the 
bank the past two days, contending that the 
State bank examiner had not made the proper 
examination of the bank’s affairs.

The ‘Floods in the Missouri May Play 
Havoc With the City. ae 
Sr. Joszrn, Mo., July 27.—Unless an al- 
most miraculous influence is brought to bear 
upon the Missouri river to prevent the inroads 
made ata point west of this city, known as. 
Belmont bend, the town of Hever opposi 
‘St. Joseph, and the territoryyof about six 
‘square miles of the farming country will be 
submerged, and tho bridge and railroad tracks 
will be rendered useless. The neck of land 


‘separating the river above and below ‘the Bend 


has been reduced to the width of 1,600 foes, 
and the banks ate caving in acre by acre every’ 
day. 5 

The citizens of St. Joseph are awakening to a 
sense of the necessity of thorough action. Should 
the river cut through the Kansas bottoms, this 
city would be deprived of three of the most 
important lines ef railroads for months at least. 
The iron bridge now spanning the stream at 
this point would be rendered useless. All 
communication with Kansas farmers would be 
cut off, and it would be impossible to estimate 
the damage to merchants and business men. 
The sewer system would be rendered useless, 
and directly in front of the city would be situ- 
ated a filthy and death-breeding lake that 
could not be displaced with millions.

THE RIOTS IN CHINA. 


' Sacking Christian .Missions and Carrying 
5 * Oft the Children: 
SAN Fnaxcisco. July 27.—Advices just re- 
ceived from China give particulars of fresh 
depredations by the Chinese against the mis- 
sioparies; The latest attack was made at 
Yankoo on June 29th, when a QOatholic miés- 
sion was methodically looted, the crowd pass- 
ing things from hand to hand in a chain. The 
buildings were afterwards set on fire. A few 
days preyious four chapels were destroyed in 
Kiang, near the city of Fuchow. The chapel, 
school and residence of the priest were looted 
and burned on June 26th. On the same day 
‘some predatory bands completely destroyed a 


French orphanage at a place called Haimen. 


In addition to the destruction of this orphan- 
age, eight or nine of the wretched little chil- 
dren cared for in the building were carried off. 

A correspondent writes to The China Mail 
that there is a rumor in Cunton that a disturb- 
ance has taken place in Fukien province. It 
is said the rebels are several thousand strong 
and have captuted a city. Intelligent Chi- 
nese, he adds, think it will be difficult for for- 
eignérs in Canton to escape.

THE GUILLOTINE AT WORK. 


Execution of Two Murderers in Paris—A. 
Struggle on the Scaffold. 

Paris, July 27.—The-execution of young 
Berland and Dore, the two accomplices of Mere 
Berland, in what is known as the Courbevoic 
murder, took place this morning on the Place 
de la Roguette. Berland walked calmly to 
the guillotine, but a desperate struggle took 
place on the seaffo'd.

1221 France. 

Paris, July 27.—Yesterday’s collision at St. 
Maude was a terrible affair. The engine of 
one of the excursion trains telescoped three 
carriages loaded with excursionists, and at the: 
same time a reservoir of gas on the damaged 
train exploded and set fire to the wreckage 
while scores of people were pinioned down 
wounded and helpless beneath the ruins of 
the three carriages. In a very short time the 


of wounded were slowly roasted to death be- 
fore the eyes of those who were doing their ut- 
most to rescue them. . 

Many of the unfortunate people imprisoned 
‘beneath.the wreck were drowned;while partly 
roasted,by firemen who were summoned to the, 
scene, after a delay of forty minutes by pouring 
in a torrent of water. 

A majority of the victims were women and 
children. The carriages consisted of one first- 
class, two second-class and a guards’ van. The. 
tirst was completely shattered. It was over- 
crowded. An official statement makes the 
number of dead forty-three, and the number of 
injured 104. The engineer of the train which 
did the mischief asserts that the brakes re- 
fused to work.

EN HE WILL CALL THE EXTRA 
SESSION. ey 


Some of the Measures Which He Will Becom- 
mend—The Convict Lease Business 
and the Reapporti ent 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 27.—[Special.]— 
Governor Buchanan was asked today what he 
would have done with the troops, after the 
sheriff refused to act, had not the miners 
come to terms. He said very emphatically 
that he would have taken command of the 
troops, marched into Anderson county, and 
maintained the dignity of the state by com- 
pelling law and order. 

At one time it was reported that the miners 
were receiving large reinforcements from Ken- 
tucky. Governor Buchanan said this move- 
ment gave him the right to call on the federal 
government for a force of regular troops suffi- 
cient to prevent Tennessee from being invaded 
to quell disorder. 

WHAT HE WILL po. 

When asked what he intended to do in re- 
gard to an extra session of the general assem- 
bly, Governor Buchanan said he might call it 
to meet on the 10th of August, but not later 
than the 15th. In regard to the subjects that 
will be included in the call for an 
extra session, Governor Buchanan said 
he would speak of the whole 
penitentiary question, including the removal 
of the main prison, and the disposal of the 
lease. As to the revision of the penal code he 
expressed himself indefinitely. The governor 
said he would also propose that the ichief ex- 
ecutive be granted enlarged power with re- 
gard to control of the militia, as,in his judg- 
ment, exigencies might frequently arise 
when it would be necessary to the use military 
force of the state promptly, and this cannot 
be done except by changing the laws so that 
the governor has the power to actat his dis- 
cretion. 

WHAT HE WILL RECOMMEND. 

Governor Buchanan said he would recom- 
mend the reapportionment of the state, the 
correction of the mistake in leaving Sequatchie 
county out of any congressional district, and 
the correction of mistakes in the election laws. 
He was indisposed to recommend a world’s 
fair appropriation. Hesaid he had been re- 
quested to recommend the passage of perhaps 
a hundred measures, but about them he was 
undecided. 

LIKE GENERAL JACKSON. 

Governor Buchanan, while in Knoxville, 
was presented with a Jackson medal by a citi- 
zen who considered he had exhibited in his 
dealing with the miners the same inflexible 
determination that was characteristic of Old 
Hickory.“ The medal is of bronze, about the 
size of a silver quarter, and is tarnished with 
age. On one side is a bas relief of General 
Jackson, sword in hand, encircled by the 
words, ‘‘I take the responsibility.” 

This,“ said Governor Buchanan, Was the 
way I felt about ordering out the troops.“ 

On the other side was a representation of a 
mule, significant of firmness, on whose sides 
was branded the title “L.L.D.,” indicating 
that Jackson himself was doctor of the laws. 
Under the mule was the word Veto,“ and 
around the whole the words ‘‘The Constitution 
as I Understand It.“ 
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CHALLENGING THE MINERS. 


The Coal Company Still Running Convicts 
Into East Tennessee. 

RKNOxVILLR, Tenn., July 27.—[Special.)]— 
This morning sixty convicts were taken to 
Coal Creek. The East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad Company has orders to 
provide transportation for 164in the morning. 
These 224 convicts are for the mines of the 
Tennessee Coal and Mining Company. The 
original trouble came about over the forty 
convicts imported by that company to build 
stockades. It is said here tonight that the 
miners will make no resistance to these con- 
victs, as they will abide by the action of the 
proposed special session of the legislature, 

It may be stated, however, that the best 
judges here say that this action of the com- 
pany is flounting a red rag in the face of the

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DULL BUSI 
— TO BE THE GENERAL RULE 
| In SAVANNAH. 


Real Estate Withdrawn from Active Mar- 
ket to Await Better Prices—The 


Savannan, Ga., July 27.—Midsummer bnai- 
ness here, as elsewhere, is fairly brisk in some 
lines and quite dull in others. Taking itasa 
whole, though, and comparing it with the con- 
dition prevailing in the business world of 
other Cities, there is no reason for any depres- 
sion of spirits or for any pessimistic predic- 
tii 


market is now about as dull as it is possible 
for it to be, and that there is little hope of a 
great change for some time to come. The 
way holders regard real estate, though, is well 
shown dy the fact that for the few 
properties that are sold first-class prices are 
obtained. No matter how dull the market 
gets here there is never the slightest inclina- 
tion to sacrifice prices. Owners prefer to keep 
their properties rather than let them go at 
figures below those that have pre- 
vailed in the past. The almost 
utter absence of transactions just now 
is laid at the door of the money market. To 
the same cause is attributed the poor outlook 
in the building trade. Builders are not feel- 
ing happy. They talk somewhat despondently 
of the coming months and the architects 
unite with them in the statement 
that the future is too gloomy 
to please them. Some of them think that 
there will be a big revival of businessin their 
line in the fall, but there are as many others 
who accept the reverse as the truth. The 
amount of building going on just now is much 
below that of a similar date last year. 

Interviews with prominent merchants show 
that nearly every line of wholesale business, 
except the grocery business, has remained 
about the same as it was last year or has fallen 
off. The large grocery firms all claim a sub- 
stantial increase in their trade. Those 
who report a falling off explain it 
by the disposition of the merchants to restrict 
rather than to push their business,in conse- 
quence of the carrying over of so many unpaid 
bills and the prospect of low prices in the fall. 
One good result of the recent stringency of 
the money market is seen in the prudence and 
caution which the merchants now display in 
opening accounts. They have found, and 
still find it, difficult to make collections, and 
refuse credit whenever there is sufficient doubt 
as a basis for it. Some, too, are refusing to 
sell to persons whose trade they solicited 
last year. In the cotton districts, it is claimed, 
the merchants have suffered heavy losses, and 
of those who handled long cotton the past 
season, nine out of every ten are seriously in- 
volved. The shutting down of 80 
many sawmills and the unsatisfactory 
condition of the lumber industry are also 
partly responsible for the general business de- 
pression. The best paying sections, a number 
report, now are the turpentine and phosphate 
regions. From the expressions of the 
majority of the wholesale merchants it 
is evident that they look forward to 
a change early in the fall aud a constant im- 
provement from then on, resulting in an un- 
usualy heavy business in the winter and next 
spring. Business all over the country, they 
say, will then have recovered from its present 
depression and an era of business prosperit 
will open up. Wholesale men in general spea 
with a contident tone, and their words prove 
that they have the utmost confidence in Sa- 
vannah and its possibilities as a trade centre. 

The retail merchants are doing just as well 
as usual in the summer months when the city 
is emptied of all of its moneyed class who can 
getaway. They are not complaining, and 
that really expresses a great deal.

CREATION OF A BOOK 
COMMISSION. 


AND THE 


State School Commissioner Bradwell Makes 
His Report to the General As- 
sembly Yesterday.

3. Free textbooks cannot be furnished by the 
State. It would be impracticable and unwise. 

4. The state cannot, under the constitution, in- 
vest her money in the plant and machinery, em- 
ploy printers and laborers and publish her own 
books. Therefore, the idea of the state publishing 
the schoolbooks direct is discarded entirely. 

5. County uniformity, which is now the law in 
Georgia, cannot and will not secure any further 
reduction in the price of books. 

6. Any change looking towards securing cheap 
books, good books, non-partisan books, involves 
the question of state uniformity, I am, therefore, 
forced to the conclusion that state uniformity is 
the only basis upon which these beneficial results 
can be obtained. 

The Why. 


Commissioner Bradweli’s reasons for urging 
state uniformity are: 

1. It is more in accord with the spirit and letter 
of the constitution, which requires that the sys- 
tem shall be as nearly uniform as practicable. 
Uniform books will help to make the system uni- 
form. One great obstacleinthe more efficient 
operation of the system is a want of uniformity. 

2. The experience of other states shows that 
state uniformity secures cheaper and better 
books. It can not be disputed that 137,000 books 
can be bought cheaper than 1,000. 

3. It would be tothe advantage of teacher and 


pupil in securing better work and increased pro- 
ficiency. 

4. It would also be greatly to the advantage of 
scholars who go from the common schools to the 
higher institutions of learning that are under the 
patronage and authority of the state. 

5. Its advantages would be apparent when ap- 
plied to “county-line’’ schools, and when the par- 
ents move from one county to another. 

6. It would 3 50 per cent to the parents who 
will, when ons series of books only is used, be 
forcedto buy fewer books,as these books can 
be handed down in the family to the younger 
children. It is a well-known tact that there are 
more discarded schoolbooks in almost 
every household in Georgia than 
those in actual use. 

7. It would be a subject matter of one contract, 
instead of 137, and, therefore, better books—better 
in text and quality—could be obtained for less 
money. 

8. It would not be a barrier to progress in book- 
making. Remembering that the state has only to 
deal with the primary studies, the higher branches 
would be come from its operations. There has 
not been much improvement in the elementary 
branches in the last ten or twenty years. The 
multiplication table, like the decalogue, is per- 
fect. The improvement is in the method, and 
method is the proper study of the teacher, not the 
scholar. e 

9. The objection that state uniformity to be 
effective must be compulsory, is not taken into 
consideration for the law makes county uni- 
formity compulsory ; and is simply changing the 
machinery from the county to the state. The 
state is Sovereign; the county is not. 

10. State uniformity is more a monopoly than 
county Uniformity. A subject-matter of voluntary 
contract op the part of both parties cannot be a 
monopoly. 

Recommendations. 


Says the commissioner: “In view of this in- 
formation and the facts obtained by close re- 
search, backed by lo ig experience in the school 
room, and actuated by an earnest desire to 
discharge properly the duty I owe to the children 
of Georgia, in obedience to the demands of the 
resolution, I recommend that a book commission 
consisting of the state board of education and 
five practical educators to be composed of the 
chancellor of the State university, one superin- 
tendent of a city system and three educators who 
are identified with the common school system, 
be appointed by the governor, and that said 
commission be empowered to contract 
with publishers for one series of books to be fur- 
nished dealers in the state, after duly advertising 
for bids, upon such terms as will secure a reason- 
able reduction in price, and that the contract 
shall be for tive years. 

e further,yrecommend that if the general assem- 
bly shoula add to the branches now taught a 
history of Georgia and an elementary treatise on 
the constitution, that the book commission be 
empowered to contract with Georgia authors for 
the text, compensation to be paid the authors out 
ot the school fund, and to contract with publish- 
ers for the printing of the same. 

“J also recommend that the series of books 
when adopted shall be used in all the schools 
which receive any aid from the state under pen- 
alty of the forfeiture of their pro rata share of 
the common school fund.”

Over a Million Schoolbooks, 


An approximate estimate based upon the most 
accurate information attainable, places the num- 
ber of schoolbooks now in use in the state at 
1,200,000. 

The average cost of a textbook can safely be 
put at 50 cents, which gives the amount ot §$600,- 
000 invested in common schoolbooks in the 
state. 

In round numbers thereare 400,000 who are en- 
rolied in the common schools, private schools 
and preparatory departments of colleges where 
these books are used; and each child has $1.50 
invested in schoolbooks. 

The average life of a schoolbook with the pres- 
ent style of binding cannot exceed two and a half 


ears. 
N From information and estimates obtained from 
publishers, wholesale and retail dealers, and the 
state printer, I estimate the profit over the cost 
of production on textbooks sold in Georgia to 
be from 6244 per cent to 150 per cent, with an aver- 
age of 125 percent. This calculation is made upon 
a cash basis. If tothis the time price is added it 
will not fall short of 200 per cent profit. This 
profitis of course divided between the publisher, 
wholesale dealer and retail dealer.

The Republicans and the Democratic

Chauncey Depew is posing as a political 
prophet, and yesterday we had from Lon- 
don what he had to say in_regard to the sit- 
uation and outlook in his own, his native 
land. Consciously or unconsciously, Mr. 
Depew gave utterance to the thoughts of 
the majority of the republican party; con- 
sciously or unconsciously his desires took 
the shape of predictions. 

The programme which he maps out is a 
very pretty one, and beautifully fits the 
hopes which the republicans are building 
on. It is a programme, too, which, like 
Barnum’s circus tent, is arranged to cover 
s good deal of ground. The first thing 
that strikes the eye and the understanding 
in this republican programme is that the 
democrats are to renominate Mr. Cleveland. 
It seems to make no difference whatever 
that nine-tenths of the voters of the country, 
who may be expected to vote for the demo- 
cratic candidate, are opposed not only to the 
anti-silver views of Mr. Cleveland as well as 
to his civil service reform views which left 
6,000 partisan republicans in office at the 
close of his administration. All this oppo- 
sition, the uncompromising character of 
which has hardly been hinted at, amounts 
to nothing whatever. Mr. Depew says that 
the republicans are almost unanimously op- 
posed to free coinage, while the democrats 
are divided, and, therefore, Mr. Cleveland 
is to be the democratic nominee. . 

This reminds us that there is to be a cam- 
paign within a campaign. „ The financial 
and political mugwumps, the republicans, 
the democrats who are” controlled by Wall 
street and the lofds of the treasury, and 
who are hanging tothe skirts of the so- 
called reform club,“ and all the elements 
that are bent on robbing the people by 
means of the demonetization of silver, are 
to unite in bringing about the nomination of 
a democratic candidate who is in sympathy 
with the republican party andthe Wall 
street wreckers on the silver issue. Mr. De- 
pew's remarks fill out the plan outlined by 
The Boston Herald, which has sought to 
demonstrate in a series of editorials that it 
is to the interest of the republican leaders 
and newspaper organs to do all in their 
power to bring about the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland. The Herald is not a party organ, 
but it is dominated by the eastern in- 
fluence which thoroughly appreciates the 
opportunities of profit andthe power be- 
stowed on the capitalists of that section by 
the single gold standard.

cities, and the general devastation of the 
country. Robbers will fill our mountains 
and forests; assassins will come boldly from 
all hiding places; civil wars and insurrections 
will multiply; leaders and followers will slay 
and be slain; clans of burglars and thieves 
will hunt the rich as herds of buffalo hunt 
the green pastures, and insatiate wickedness 
will rend and tear all that is pure and good 
as the hungry lion when fleshing his tooth 
in the young and tender fawn.”’

More Russian Methods. 

When a stupid or blundering law is 
stupidly or blunderingly enforced the results 
are sometimes very vexatious. 

In New York the electrocution law has‘a 
provision which prohibits the press from 
publishing accounts of the executions under 
it. Fortunately the journalists of New York 
know their rights and dare to maintain them. 
They have resolved to test this Russian law 
against the freedom of the press, and 
in order to settle the matter nearly all of 
them published the details of the recent 
electrocutions at Sing Sing. Fordoing this, 
City Editor Hennessy, of The New York 
News, has been arrested. He is eager to be 
tried. In common with his brother editors, 
he desires to test his right to print the news 
of the day and tell the people what their 
Official servants are doing. As The Tele- 
gram puts it, the fact should be judicially 
made known, if one class of the people’s 
servants—the legislative—can get together 
and enact a law forbidding the press to 
report the actions of another, the executive, 
set of the people’s servants. 

This is a clear statement of the issue. It 
applies with equal force to certain other 
cases involving the freedom of the press 
arising under the Russian methods of federal 
Officials in enforcing the anti-lottery law. 
Simply for publishing a constitutional argu- 
ment made by an attorney during the trial 
of the lottery question in court, an attempt 
has been made to hold publishers liable 
under the statute forbidding lottery adver- 
tising. In other words, the legislative 
branch of the the people’s servants would 
forbid the press to tell the public what the 
judicial branch of the people’s servants are 
doing. This is precisely what it amounts 
to, for an attorney is a sworn officer 
of the court, and his argument is a part of 
the business before the court. 

We have here two attempts—one on the 
part of the state of New York and one on 
the part of the federal government—to deny 
the press the right of publishing what has up 
to this time been considered legitimate and 
proper news matter. 

It is high time for these questions to be 
settled. If there are any Siberias awaiting 
the journalists of America when they exer- 
cise their time-honored constitutional rights, 
they want to know it without delay. 

But the free press is here to stay. 
make a note of that!

Adversely Reported, 

For the second time the committee on 
general judiciary of the house of representa- 
tives has reported adversely on the bill to 
put sleeping car, express and telegraph com- 
panies under the control of the railroad 
commission of the state in the matter of 
the regulation of rates. 

This probably means the defeat of the 
bill, which, after two full hearings before the 
committee, has met with a failure each 
time. 

While there may be annoying instances in 
the administration of the business of these 


companies, it can be said that as a general 


thing their service to the public at large is 
very satisfactory, and there is certainly no 
general demand for legislation of this char- 
acter. 

Should the charges of these companies 
become excessive, it will be the duty of the 
state to regulate them, and it will certainly 
do so; but thiscan be accomplished better 
by direct legislation than through the in- 
direct regulation of the railroad commission. 
The commission has its hands full in attend- 
ing to the regulating of the railroad inter- 
ests of the state. The passage of the above 
bill would throw as much more work in its 
hands as it now has, and itis about all the 
committee can do to properly attend to the 
business now before it.

THE FIRST GEORGIA REGULARS 


Will Meet at the Piedmont Exposition—A 
Complete List of Surviving Members. 

The survivors of the First Georgia regulars 
will meet at the Piedmont exposition. 

At the reunion of Tige Anderson’s brigade, 
towhich the First Georgia belonged, there 
were fifteen or twenty members of the regi- 
ment present, and a list was made of all the 
members that were known to be living. 

Mr. Frank Myers is addressing letters to 
each of these, and is also seeking information 
in regard to others. 

When the regulars meet at the exposition it 
is expected to be, as far „as possible, a com- 
plete reunion, and a perfect organiza- 
tion will be perfected by which in 
the future the troops who went 
into the civil war as the Georgia regulars will 
knqy of each others’ whereabouts. 

Who the Regulars Are. 

Immediately following secession two regi- 
ments were crganized in Georgia; they were 
enlisted for five years and were known as the 
First and Second Georgia. 

At the time the state joined the confederacy, 
these troops were stationed at the Augusta 
arsenal, Savannah barracks and Fort Pulaski. 

They were all ordered to Fort Pulaski, and 
the First and Second Georgia were organized 
under the name of the First Georgia regulars. 

Mr. Charles J. Williams,speaker of the house 
of representatives and an educated soldier who 
had been a major in the Mexican war under 
Colonel Henry Jackson, was elected colonel. 


Colonel Williams was a gallant officer, but 
died about three months after taking com- 
mand. 

Colonel William J. McGill succeeded 
Colonel Williams, and he, too, was a veteran 
of the Mexican war. At Sharpsburg Colonel 
McGill received a wound that caused tho loss 
of his arm at the shoulder, and retired from 
the command, Colonel R. A. Wayne succeed- 
ing him. 

At the reorganization of the troops, when 
the First Georgia regulars, Forty-fifth Georgia, 
and Bonean’s battalion were consolidated, 
Colonel Wayne was elected colonel, Colonel 
H. D. D. Twiggs lieutenant colonel, and 
Malcom McGregor, of the Forty-fifth, major. 

Colonel McGill and Colonel Wayne, who 
was a nephew of Justice Wayne, of the United 
States supreme court, have both died since the 
war. 

The members of the First Georgia regulars 
are justly proud of their record. They entered 
the army for five years, and were in fifty-seven 
battles and skirmishes, in which they were 
noted for their valor. 


AN ADVERSE REPORT 


Upon the Bill Enlarging the Commission's 
Powers. 

If experience in committees has anything to 
do with it, Mr. Atkinson’s bill to place ex- 
press, telegraph and sleeping car companies 
under jurisdiction of the railroad commission 
will be the subject of an interesting fightin 
the house when it comes up.

Tom Cobb Jackson, of Jackson & Jackson, 
for the sleeping car companies; General Coun- 
sel G. H. Fearons, of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, for that corporation; 
Hon. Fleming duBignon, representing the 
Southern Express Company, and Mr. Albert 
Howell, Jr., for the Western Union and the 
Southern Express companies also. 

Mr. Davis, of Burke, offered an amendment 
excepting sleeping car companies. This was 
adopted. The majority of the committee had 
not changed their minds on the general merits 
of the measure, and it was lost under vote, as 
stated above.

The bill to create a criminal branch of 
the city court of Atlanta was before Gov- 
ernor Northen yesterday. 

But the governor will not sign it. 


Applicants for the proposed judgeship— 
and they have been pushing their claims 
assiduously for some little time—will govern 4 


themselves accordingly. 
It must not be understood, however, that 
Atlanta is to have no criminal court. 


Governor Northen’s objection to the meas- 
ure is on account of the way in which it is 
drawn up. 

He will send the bill back to the house to be 
perfected, and then—well, itis probable that 
he will approve it. 

Governor Northern is of the opinion that the 
billis framed contrary to the constitution— 
that it covers two subject matters and also 
combines the provisions of a local and general 
law. 

Mr. Goodwin, who introduced the bill, 
which was drawn by a committee from the 
Atlanta bar, said yesterday that if the gov- 
ernor returned it to the house on account of 
any imperfections, he did not think there 
would be any difficulty in having it amended 
so as to meet his views. 

So, while there may bea few days more 
delay, it is yet probable that the city court bill 
will go through, land the applicants will still 
be in it.“ 

The Railroad Commission. 

The railroad commission meets in regular 
monthly session today. 

Several important matters are to come up. 

The people of Dalton want a new freight 
and passenger depot to replace the building 
destroyed by fire some time ago. 

Soap and iron rates will also be discussed, 
the railroads having applied for a change in 
the classification of these articles.

Michael Heller is made agent under the 
requisition to arrest Kehr and take him back 
to Missouri. 

The Fr-~utive Signature. 

Governor Northen approved two bills yes- 
terday. 

One was by Mr. Pearson, of Tattnall, abol- 
ishing the county court of Tattnall county. 

The other was by Mr. Clifton, of Chatham, 
ceding to the United States government ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over certain property in 
Savannah transferred by the Savannah Vol- 
unteer Guards.

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DEATH OF MRS. CALHOUN. 


It Occurred Yesterday Afternoon at the 
Home of Her Son. 

Yesterday afternoon at forty minutes after 
4 o’clock Mrs. Margaret M. Calhoun expired 
at the residence of her son, Mr. Patrick Cal - 
houn. 

Mrs. Calhoun was at the time of her death 
in the seventy-sixth year of her age, having 
been born 16th of February, 1816, at Elizabeth- 
town, Ky. Sprung from an illustrious an- 
cestry and marrying the eldest son of the Hon. 
John C. Calhoun ata time when that states- 
man was at the zenith of his influence, she 
was an eye witness to some of the most strik- 
ing events in our national history and united 
to these unusual opportunities the strongest 
mental and moral characteristics, constituting 
her a woman of unusual mental grasp and 
vigor. 

THe ConsTITUTION is indebted to Rev. 
Thomas J. Beard, of Birmingham, Ala., a 
life-long friend of Mrs. Calhoun, for the fol- 
lowing outline of her life: 

Mrs. Calhoun was the second daughter of 
the late General Duff Green, of Dalton, Ga., 
and Mrs. Lucretia Edwards Green, his wife. 

Her paternal grandmother was Anna Mar- 
shall, a first cousin of Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall, and on her mother’s side she was de- 
scended from Mildred Washington, a first 
cousin of General George Washington. 

Uptothe timeof her marriage her home 
was in Washington, D. C. There the social 
position and political weight of her father, 
General Green, and her own brilliant conver- 
sational powers secured and established for 
her a foremost place in that brilliant society 
which flourished in the days of Clay, Calhoun 
and Webster. : 

In 1836 she was married to Andrew P. Cal 
houn, eldest son of Hon. John C. Calhoun. 

With him she went to Marengo county, Ala 
bama, at that time just opened for settlement, 
and evinced in her capacity for the govern- 
ment of ber household and the management 
of the large numbers of negroes who fell under 
the direction of the southern matron of ante- 
bellum days, that iarge capacity for patient 
forbearance and firm guidance which has 
always been one of her leading characteristics. 
Mrs. Calhoun used to recount her early ex- 
periences of Atlanta, through which she 
passed on her journey between Fort Hill, S. 
C.,and the Alabama plantation. She was 
here on one of these journeys when thg first 
railroad train came into Atlanta. 

During the trying scenes of the late war, 
suffering under the severe loss of husband, 
children and property, her fortitude 
never wavered. But Mrs. Calhoun’s 
chiefest charm was the warmth of 
her affection for her family and 
friends. Her attachments were strong and her 
readiness to do for others never flagged. De- 
spite her years she took the liveliest interest 
in all that was transpiring and was always 
completely informed on the questions of the 
day and was full of the liveliest interest in all 
of her surroundings.

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BUILDING 


And the Land on Which It Stands—Major 
Root and Colonel Adair Give 
Some of Its History. 


Atlanta real estate is certainly a good in- 
vestment. 

The recent renting of part of the new 
Kiser building for $14,500 per annum] has 
brought forth a good deal of talk about the 
property from those who know something 
of its history. 

The entire Kiser building will rent for near 
twenty thousand dollars a year. 

The land it is on is estimated by Colonel G. 
W. Adair and others who are up on real es- 
tate, as being worth near one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. ; 

A little history of that property will prove 
interesting. 

„I have a deed,” says Major Sidney Root, 
“transferring a half acre, including this corner 
the Kiser building is on, and besides a lot 
fronting fifty-two feet on Whitehall, to Beach 
& Root for $4,700. It is signed by John Sones, 
president of the Bank of Augusta, and he was 
glad to sell the property at the price. This 
deed is dated July 21, 1888. 

“We sold the half acre including the Kiser 
building to McDaniel) & Strong. In 1866 it 
was sold to Mark and Joe Johnson for $6,000, 
and they built on part of it the first fireproof 
warehouse erected in Atlanta. Mark John- 
son now occupies a part of this old building. 

Jou see what the property is worth now, 
and how it has increased in value. The origi- 
nal property we bought extended up to the 
Gate City bank building, and the part front- 
ing on Whitehall included the storehouses of 
Nunnally and Muse. To show how the 
property was valued then, the deed mentions 
part of it as a half acre, not giving the front- 
age. 

Colonel George W. Adair knows fsomething 
about the later history of the property. 

‘McDaniel & Strong had the biggest ware- 
house in this section on the property,” says 
he, and Sam Inman started in with them. 
Langston & Clarke next had the property. 

“In 81 I drove by it with Major W. V. Mo- 
Cackin, who was then superintending the 
construction of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgiafrailroad from Rome to Macon. I 
told him that there was a splendid investment 
for somebody, a lot 100 by 130 feet for $20,000. 
We talked about it a little, and finally made a 
trade, he paying a part down, and agreeing to 
pay the rest in twelve months. 

Before the twelve months had passed he 
sold the property to M. C. Kiser for $30,000. 
He thus cleared $10,000 in a year. 

“The lot the new building is on is now 
worth $100,000. That gives an idea of At- 
lanta real estate and its growth.”

‘BEFORE THE SENATE AND HOUSE.

The Dispensary Bill Comes Up Today—Mat- 
tors Acted Upon Yesterday—The State 
Temperance Association. 


Temperance Jegislation—not, however, nec- 
eséarily temperate legislation—seems to be 
coming to the front in the senate and house | 
this week. : ! 44 

Yesterday two matters bearing upon the 
regulation ot the liquor traffic were acted on; 
today the dispensary bill is the special order 
in the house. N 

Whether this activity is due to the fact that 
the Georgia Temperance Association meets 
here tomorrow, or whether it is a mere.coin- 
cidence, does not seem altogether clear. It is 
a coincidence at least, and between. the ses- 
sions of the legislature and the sessions of the 
association, the ad vocates of prohibition will 
und much in Atlanta to interest them. 

The matters in this line acted upon by the 
legislature and to be acted upon deserve, for 
this reason, especial prominence. 

A Bill Defeated Yesterday. 

Mr. Perry, of Worth, introduced a bill some 
time ago to make prohibition prohibit more 
than it does at present. N 

The intent of the bill was to prevent the 
sale of any intoxicants within five miles of the 
line of any county where the sale was pro- 
hibited by law, ä 

The, temperance committee recommended 
the bill favorably, but amended by substituting 
two“ for *‘five.” It came up in the house 
yesterday. Mr. Wooten opposed the bill be- 
cause, as he said, the local option law gave 
each county the right to legislate for itself in | 
the matter of the sale of liquor. 

Mr. Perry said that where liquor was sold on 
county lines prohibition was practically. done | 
away with, and he hoped the house would pass | 
the bill. 

After brief discussion, 
by a vote of 76 to 43, 


the bill was defeated | 


They Will Forfeit Their License. 

If the senate concurs in the action of the 
house on yesterday, liquor dealers hereafter 
violating the laws will be compelled to forfeit 
their licenses. This is an additional penalty 
for a violation of the law by the liquor 
venders, 5 ; 

The bill, as introduced by Mr. Ryals, of 
Chatham, makes special mention of such vio- 
lations as keeping open on the Sabbath, fur- 
nishing to minors, or employing minors in 
their saloons. When sentence is passed for 
such violation the bill provides that the judge 
in his sentence. shall, make, provision for the 
forfeiture of the license by the person 80 vio- 
lating, and such a person is then disqualified 
for selling any liquors whatever for a period of 
five years from the date of the sentence. It is 
also madé a violation of the law for officers to 
issue licenses to persons so disqualified. 


The Dispensary Bill Today. 

Mr. Martin's dispensary bill is the special 
order for this morning. 

The bill was introduced at the winter ses- 
sion and has been the subject of some lively | 
discussion in the committee room. 3 

The bill will doubtless bring out much argu- 
ment and discussion when it comes up this 
morning. The sentiment of the members is 
somewhat divided on the measure, and both 
sides have able leaders. 

The object of the bill in question is to amend 
the local option act passed several years ago 
soas to provide for the sale of alcoholic 
liquors for medicinal, scientific and me- 
chanical purposes in their pure and unadult- 
erated state through dispensaries. 

The law is not intended to apply to wet 
counties nor to those in which the prohibition 
laws are now in effect, but only to such coun- 
ties as after the passage of the act adopt the 
prohibition laws. 

The dispensaries would be aceording to the 
act established in towns of the counties, and a 
town of more than 1,500, and less than 25,000 
inhabitants is allowed one dispensary; where 
there are above 25,000, two dispensaries can be 
established. In counties which have no towns 
of 1.800 inhabitants, the grand jury will have 
the dispensary located at the county seat. 

The dispensary is to be under the absolute 
control of the town or city authorities, and | 
is to be governed by such regulations as may 
be established by these authorities. 

Liquors can be bought with the funds of the 
town, city or county, where the dispensary is 
located, and can be sold only fer medioinal, 
scientific or mechanical purposes. 

The dispensary must be run neither for pri- 
vate gain, nor public revenue, but the liquors 
are to be sold so as to cover their cost.and ex- 
pense of selling. 

They are all required to keep records, open 
to public inspection, where must be recorded 
the kind and amount of liquor purchased, with 
the name of the person purchasing it; and no 
sale can be made to minors, and no drinking 
near or at the. dispensary is allowed. Viola- 
tions of any parts of this la w are misdemeanors 
and punishable accordingly, 

The bill has been carefully considered by the 
committee, Many people are interested in 
this measure, and today is the day on which it 
comes up for a final discussion and to be acted 
on. It has excited widespread interest al- 


ready, and it is a general measure of no little 
importance.

calculated to throw the light of experience on 
the situation. What he says is not altogether 
pleasant, and may lead to some discussion, but 
it will serve a useful purpose if it puts the 
people to investigating earnestly the causes of 
loss in a portion of the melon-growing region. 

When he was in the city the other day, Mr. 
Forrester was asked how the melon crop turned 
out this year. His reply was an interesting 
one. 

„From the Florida line as far north as Al- 
bany,“ saidjhe, the growers have met with 
moderate success, the further toward the Flor- 
ida line the greater the degree of success. This 
is because of their getting melons into market 
so much earlier. They were enabled to sell 
their melons on the track during tlie earlier 
part of the season—say from the 15th of June 
to the Ist of July. By that time this por- 
tion of the melon region had marketed half 
their crop, at prices ranging from $200 down to 
$75 a car.“ 

„How did the rest of the melon region come 
out?“ 

“T have not been among the growers of that 
section as I have among those below, because 
my field of work for the railroads has been 
from Albany down, that enables me to speak 
authoritatively of the lower section.] 

„From all the information I get concerning 
shipments above Albany, returns have been 
exceedingly poor, because the markets had all 
been well filled with melons pooduced in the 
region between Albany and the Florida line. 
I have heard a great many of them say that 
they would not make enough to pay for vhe 
guano used in the crop. A great 
many melons have been sold for 
freight, and they have melons now to 
ship, but don’t know a market 
which would bring more than freight. These 
people began to ship about the 25th of June 
and a great many of them not before the Ist of 
July. 

“IT have heard that the South Carolina 
melon growers claim that the Georgia growers 
are shipping culls into the market and so keep 
the South Carolina growers from getting any- 
thing for their melons. 1 have been among 
the growers and have seen the melons shipped, 
and they are not culls, but are as fine as ever 
were shipped. They have now along the line of 
road a great many cars of very fine melons that 
could be shipped if the markets would warrant 
it. From Albany to the Florida line, the 
vines have borne a long time, owing to the 
peculiar adaptation of the soil to melon grow- 
ing.“ 

„What is the feeling among growers about 
the future?“ 

„The growers from Albany down seem to 
realize the advantage they have in climate 
and soil, and feel encouraged at the success 
they have had from the beginning of sbip- 
ments up to the Ist of . and I have heard 
a great many of them say they would increase 
their acreage another year. 

„As to the district above Albany. I have 
learned that the growers are very much dis- 
couraged by the returns they have been get- 
ting, and from that I am unable to express an 
opinion as to what they will do; but I feel 
warranted in saying that they have had noth- 
ing in this year’s business to justify them in 
increasing the acreage.“ 

„What caused the demoralization of the 
melon market?“ 

I think it is from overproduction, without 
being able to state it accurately. I think this 
crop is twice as large as that of last year. 
Twice as many cars have been shipped, or 
could be shipped. I doubt if twice as many 
will be shipped, because agreat many of the 
growers have said they were going to stop 
shipments.“ 

What proportion of the crop is below Al- 
bany?“ 

„The territory in which shipments have 
gone forward early enough to be profitable is 
about half the whole melon region 
of the state. It may be said that about half 
the melon growers have prospered this year 
and half have made nothing. There is not a 
bright outlook for the melon growers above 
Albany. Anything later than what grows be- 
low that town comes in active competition 
with the Missouri and Indiana crop.” 

Do you think an extension of the eight- 
mills rate over a wider territory would give an 
opportunity for the upper part of the melon- 
growing region to market its crop?” 

„No, I don’t think so. I have never seen a 
crop better distributed than it has been this 
year. I have watchedit closely. By reason 
of being with the railroads, I have had a good 
opportunity.“ 

uring this melon season Mr. Forrester has 
a the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. 
Trouble About Freights. 

The Macon produce exchange takes quite a 
different view from that of Mr. Forrester. 
They think the trouble may be relieved by a 
reduction in freights. It appears that the 
markets are refusing consignments of melons 
because they fear the fruit will not bring 
freight. On yesterday the Macon 

roduce exchange telegraphed Mr. 

N. Haltzclaw, the member for that 
county: Melons are being refused at all 
points on account of high freights and crops 
all coming together.“ 

In order to relieve the situation, the ex- 
change telegraphs Mr. Holtzclaw to do all he 
can to get the railroads to reduce freights 50 
— cent for one week and so save the crop.

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


Fhe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 27.—The stock market opened 
the new week this morning with an active business for 
parallel to which we must go back at least two 
months, but animation was caused entirely by heavy 
pressure to sell primarily by bears, but. undoubtedly 
considerable long stock was thrown over, especially in 
Richmond and West Point and Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred, in which several stop orders were reached, and 
for which presumably bears were gunning. St. Paul 
and Burlington, however, were equally as active, and 
in Burlington bears were specially active, without 
meeting with same success in other stocks mentioned. 
Short interest is now reckoned at as high as 100,000 
shares, and efforts to cover on top of drive this morn- 
ing were very noticeable, but the efforts, from all ap- 

„pearances, were not specially successsful, and the 
market dropped back suddenly into its old dullness, 
while prices recovered sharply on very light transac- 
tions. Receipts of wheat at five principal points for 
first eight days of July go far to make outstanding 
short interests uneasy, and as long as bulls lack 
strength to inaugurate and carry through vigorous 
campaign efforts to get prices down to a level where 
outstanding contracts may be covered at a profit, 
will be continued. These drives, however, are greatly 
helped by weakness in Richmond and West Point se- 
curities. Common stock of Richmond and West 
Point and Lead trust which will now reorganize were 
the only really weak spots in today’s market, while 
the only really strong point was Sugar, which scored 
an extreme gain of Iu per cent. The bearish feeling 
grew stronger toward the close, however, when more 
realizing was done, and the downward movement 
which bad made but slight progress after the first 
half hour was resumed and further materialllosses were 
sustained over the entire list. Lackawanna became the 
feature, dropping suddenly over 1 per cent, while the 
weak stocks of the forenoon reached the lowest 
prices ofthe day. The decision inthe Omaha bridge 
case against the Union Pacific and in favor of Rock 
Island had little or no effect upon either the Union or 
the Missouri Pacific, and other good shares were well 
heldjthroughout the day.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 27.—It was a bull day on the board 
of trade. The boom started very soon after tap of the 
opening bell, and it was stiil on when it tapped again 
at the close. The first prices were the lowest of the 
day and the closing quotations were at or near the top 
figures of the session. Corn was responsible for start- 
ing the riot, and it lead the procession and closed with 
a phenomenal advance, Except in corn the opening 
quotations were weak and lower, but when the shorts 
in the corn pit began to climb upon each other’s 
shoulders in their frantic endeavors to get some of the 
hoe cake cereal regardless of prices, dealers in the 


other pits caught the infection and began rapidly to. 


advance values. Wheat opened Me lower than it 
closed Saturday, being depressed by enormous re- 
ceipts, 1,315 cars having been inspected, where only 850 
cars had been estimated, and by beautiful harvest 
weather. This was very depressing, but cables coming 
in somewhat higher, and corn making .a sensational 
advance at the start, wheat quickly recovered and 
became strong, gradually developing into an active 
and excited condition. The domestic markets were 
all advancing, and the shorts here soon became wildly 
excited and covered freely. The result was that Sep- 
tember, which opened at 88'4c, sold up pretty steadily 
to 9%c, The market had very little to make it strong, 
except the strength in the other speculative pits. Ca- 
bles were firm, but not greatly higher, while receipts 
were simply enormous, and are expected to be corre- 
spondingly heavy tomorrow. Crop prospects were 
never better, the export movement unusually light, 
and the increase in the visible supply quite heavy. 
When it,was posted the price fell from 9%c to 8970 
assisted by free realizing of profits and slackening in 
the demand from shorts. Late cables all came in 
strong and higher. Liverpool reported an advance of 
162d, and Paris an advance of 10 centimes ; and corn 
taking another jump at about the same time, Decem- 
ber wheat sold up to 91'4c, or 3% above the opening, 
and closed firm at 9115. 

Corn, the leader of all the other pits, opened de- 
cidedly higher, soon grew excited and advanced about 
3c from the first sales, and was very nervous. Receipts 
were 80 cars less than expected, stocks everywhere 
light, cold and backward weather in the country with 
the eastern demand sharp and New York higher. Local 
shorts were making frantic efforts to cover from the 
very start, and with little disposition to sell prices had 


to be bid up in order to get property. September | 


started at 55/,;@56c, and went right on up with but 
slight setbacks until it sold to 58%c. It then eased off 
to oM %, but when the visible supply was posted show- 
ing a decrease the market grew strong and excited 
again, coing to 5974 and closing at 59}¢c, at which price 
it was firm.

A 
maniac on a railroad train suggests wild 
scenes and general confusion, but the passen- 
gers on train No. 5, of the Southwestern road, 
which left Macon at 10:45 o’clock Saturday 
morning, thought that they had a genuine 
lunatic for a passenger. The story, as re- 
ported to The Times-Recorder, isas follows: 

When the train pulled out of Macon Con-

Change of Schedule. 


Several very important changes have been 
made in the schedules of several of the Air-

The accident was in 
a cut and the caboose ran into the side of the 
cut after running about two cars’ length off 
the track. Mr. J. W. Rose, conductor of the 
train, had his wrist sprained, F. U. Villorette, 
flagman, broke his right ankle, and Frank 
Kidwell, who was riding on the train without 
permission, sprained his right leg. The men, 
with the exception of Mr. Villorette, are able 
to be up. 

The track was blocked about two hours.

Watermelon shipments are not quite as 
heavy the last two or three days as they were 
a week ago.

Railroad Men in Savannah. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 27.—[Special.J— 
General Superintendent W. H. Green, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent J. L. Taylor and Gen- 
eral Superintendent of Motor Power R. D. 
Wade, of the Richmond and Danville system, 
are in the city. It has been current talk here 
for some time that several of the oftices of the 
Central road would be removed from Savan- 
nah to Atlanta and a great many thought that 
recent occurrences indicated the removal 
of the several offices of the Cen- 
tral to the capital city. The visit of 
Mr. Green, it was generally supposed, had 
something to do with these changes. 
THE CONSTITUTION correspondent saw 
him this morning an he de- 
nied emphatically that any of the 
changes mentioned were contemplated. 

“We have no idea of moving any of the 
Central’s offices to Atlanta,” said he, and as 
to removing the headquarters from Savannah, 
such a thing was never thought of or even dis- 
cussed.
